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Base Section, LOC Across France

OLLOWING World War II, a Line of 

Communication (LOC) was 
lished from the port of Bremerhaven to 
a number of depots and other service in- 
stallations located in the US Occupied 
Zone of Ger- 
many, east of the 
Rhine. This LOC 


was convenient 
and economical 
from the point 


of view of the 
US Forces, and 
took full advan- 
tage of the facili- 
ties of a great 
industrial coun- 
try and an abun- 
dant force of 
skilled labor. 
However, with 
the new and ex- 
panding defense 
role of 
can forces in Europe and because of the 
vulnerability of this LOC, located on the 
traditional invasion route towards West- 
ern Europe, it was recognized as early 
as November, 1948, that an alternate and 
supplementary LOC should be developed. 
Discussions between the United States 
and French governments resulted in the 
establishment of an LOC in France. 

Brig. Gen. Mason J. Young, USA, was 
assigned command of the project and es- 
tablished his headquarters at Orleans. 
An Advance Section was assigned a zone 
of responsibility in northeastern France, 
with headquarters at Verdun. Base Sec- 
tion, the other subordinate command, 
Was assigned a zone in southwest France, 
with headquarters at the seaport of La 
Rochelle. 

Col. John W. Mott, who initially com- 
manded Base Section, moved into the 
area on 7 November 1950. At the same 
time, a number of units were assigned 
to take over sites of proposed depots, 
and other facilities to be immediately 
occupied under the agreement. 

At first most of the troops were quar- 
tered in tents. The initial sites were oc- 
cupied during an unusually wet season, 
and mud, an old military enemy, became 
a major problem. 

Within a week of Colonel Mott’s ar- 
rival, the task of preparing a port area 
was begun. A few days later, the first 
Shipments of supplies arrived at Blaye 
and Le Marquis, in the Gironde Estuary. 
These supplies were moved to a large, 
burned-over area in the vicinity of Cap- 
tieux. Amid a continual heavy rainfall, 
emergency roads were built and supplies 
Stored on pads set up alongside the roads. 

Since the initial operations at Captieux, 
there has been a steady development of 
the installations comprising Base Sec-

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Marine Corps as Initial Striking Force | 


The bill to set a minimum as well as a 
maximum authorized strength for the 
U. S. Marine Corps, and to make its com- 
mandant a permanent, full-fledged mem- 
ber of the Joint Chiefs of Staff was ap- 
proved by the House of Representatives 
on 16 May. 

After four hours of debate, a roll call 
vote saw the adoption of the measure by 
253 yeas, 30 nays, two voting “present,” 
and 146 not voting. 

Backers of the bill, led by Representa- 
tives Vinson and Short, the chairman and 
ranking minority member, respectively, 
of the House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, contended that the bill was not de- 
signed as a favor for the Marine Corps, 
nor as a tribute for its “magnificent” 
service, but is intended to provide a per- 
manent, hard-hitting, ground-air striking 
force to be kept in constant readiness in 
war and peace. While this force takes 
the first on-rush of an enemy, they 
claimed, the Army could be mobilizing its 
larger forces. 

Some members contended that this is 
a departure from the intent of the Na- 
tional Security Act and a new design 
in defense policy, but it would seem that 
the large vote by which it was approved 
puts Congress’ stamp of approval on the 
plan. 

The bill now goes to conference to 
iron out the differences between the Sen- 
ate and House provisions. 

The Senate bill, adopted more than a 
year ago, makes the Commandant a “con- 
sultant” to the JCS; the House bill makes 


Retired Admiral Elected 


Rear Adm. Chester L. Nichols, USN- 
Ret., of Van Nuys, Calif., has been elected 
to a five-year term as president of the 
International Hydrographic Bureau Di- 
recting Committee with headquarters at 
Monte Carlo, Monaco. 

Also elected to the Directing Commit- 
RN, 
Retired, of Great Britain, and Capt. Al- 
fredo Viglieri, Italian Navy. 

Purpose of the International Hydro- 
graphic Bureau is to coordinate and 
standardization of national 
hydrographic offices. Deriving financial 
support from the principal maritime na- 
tions of the world, the Bureau was de- 
signed to promote the facility and safety 
of navigation on all seas. 

Admiral Nichols entered the Navy in 
1917 and retired in 1947. He served 22 
years in sea billets and has wide hydro- 
graphic experience, In 1937 and 1938, he 
commanded an extensive U.S. Navy sur- 
vey expedition on the North coast of 
Venezuela. He was twice assigned at the 
Navy hydrographic office. Prior to World 
War II, he was Director of the Division 
of Chart Construction. Following World 
War II, he was assigned duty as Deputy 
Hydrographer. 


him a permanent member. 

The Senate bill sets a maximum per- 
sonnel strength of 400,000; the House bill 
sets the maximum “authorized enlisted 
strength” at 400,000, but provides in addi- 
tion that that strength shall be not less 
than 220,000. The House also provides 
that the actual permanent commissioned 
strength of the Regular Marine Corps, 
exclusive of Commissioned warrant offi- 
cers, shall be not less than three and one- 
quarter per cent and not more than seven 
per cent of the authorized enlisted 
strength. 

The Senate bill provides that the Ma- 
rine Corps “shall include four full- 
strength combat divisions, four full- 
strength air wings, and such other land 
combat, aviation, and other services as 
may be organic therein.” The House 
measure retains the same general word- 
ing but provides three instead of four 
divisions and air wings. 

Concerning these maximum and mini- 
mum strengths, it was admitted during 
the debate that the minimum strength is 
not binding on future Congresses which 
will be free to appropriate for a lesser 
strength if they so desire, and also that 
maximum strengths are always exceeded 
in wartimes. 

Because of the strong opposition of the 
Administration and the Department of 
Defense, there is considerable talk of the 
danger of a Presidential veto. However,

Pay Hike Next Week 


President Truman on 19 May signed 
the 4-14 per cent military pay raise bill 
and immediately orders went out from 
the Pentagon to implement the pay hike 
as quickly as possible. Around-the-clock 
work was directed at major finance cen- 
ters. 

Department of Defense officials said 
that thousands of men and women in 
uniform will receive the increased pay 
next week. The pay raise is effective 
from 1 May. 

In a message to all commands, the 
Army Chief of Finance said that “every 
effort will be made within the capacities 
of the finance offices to make payments 
at the new rates to the Service members 
when payment is made for the month of 
May.” 

Similar dispatches went out to finance 
personnel responsible for making out 
the pay of uniformed personnel of the 
Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast ard Geodetic Survey and 
Public Health Service. 

The new military pay law will add 
$484 million per year to the pay of the 
Armed Forces, compared with the origi- 
nal Department of Defense request for 
an $850 million annual pay increase. The 
Pentagon’s bill, which reached the Capi- 
tol in October, asked a 1 July 1951 retro- 
active date—the date on which the pay 
raise for civilian employees of the Gov- 
ernment became effective. 

The bill was passed in its final form 
last Thursday, 15 May, and routine 
processing was speeded to permit quick 
White House approval. Normally, it is 
at least a week before a bill is signed 
by the President. 

Immediately upon advice that the 
President had signed the amendment to 
the Career Compensation Act authoriz- 
ing a 4 per cent increase in the base 
pay of all personnel in the Armed Forces, 
and a 14 per cent increase in subsistence 
and quarters allowance, the Army Chief 
of Finance sent out a book message to 
all Army disbursing officers. 

They were advised of basic facts of 
the bill, and told that detailed instruc- 
tions for administering it would be air- 
mailed to them (if west of the Mississippi

be printed. These instructions would in- 
clude new daily pay tables. 

It is realized by the Office of the Chief 
of Finance that some disbursing offices 
may be able to process the new rates 
before others. There is the question of 
limited personnel and funds for civilian 
overtime, distances involved and other 
factors to be considered. However, the 
Army Chief of Finance, Maj. Gen. Bick- 
ford E. Sawyer, feels that everything is 
being done to get the increased pay and 
allowances to the Army men and women 
as soon as humanly possible.

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UN Use More Tanks | 
In Patrol Actions 


Probing attacks by Allied tank-infan- 
try patrols, minor clashes between small 
units, concentrated Allied air raids on 
enemy transportation and supply facili- 
ties, with occasional air combats, and the 
usual patrol, blockade, and bombard- 
ment missions by United Nations surface 
warships characterized military opera- 
tions in Korea this week. 

Allied ground troops used tanks to an 
increased extent in patrol actions along 
the front and inflicted numerous casual- 
ties in minor battles on various sections 
of the long battle line. Numerous light 
probing attacks by the enemy were re- 
pulsed, Frequently United Nations troops 
withdrew from outposts under attack by 
the enemy and then placed artillery fire 
on the Reds, driving them back and per- 
mitting reoccupation of the positions. 

United Nations warships and carrier- 
based planes carried out co-ordinated at- 
tacks on enemy communications lines, 
shore batteries and supply installations 
along both coasts of North Korea, de- 
stroying or damaging Red facilities and 
inflicting many casualties. 

Land-based planes of the Far East Air 
Force penetrated deep into enemy terri- 
tory to knock out rail lines, vehicular 
traffic, and supply dumps. Many close 
support sorties were flown, particularly 
by shore-based Marine planes, with 
enemy bunkers, trenches and troop as- 
sembly areas being heavily hit. 

Air Raids 

A particularly heavy air raid was car- 
ried out by Allied planes on Thursday, 
22 May, when a large supply base be- 
tween Pyongyang and Chinnampo was 


hit by many waves of Allied fighter- 
bombers in a day-long attack. Pilots re- 
ported 117 buildings destroyed and 80 


heavily damaged. 

Most of the air raids were conducted 
with little enemy opposition, though 
ground fire was frequently encountered. 
On Tuesday, 20 May, American F-86 
Sabre Jets, flying protection for a forma- 
tion of Allied fighter-bombers, inter- 
cepted a formation of enemy jets and 
shot down four. One of the Red MIGs 
was destroyed by Col. Harrison R. 
Thyng, USAF, of Pittsfield, N. H., rais- 
ing his score, of Red planes destroyed 
to five, and making him the sixteenth jet 
ace of the Korean War. On Wednesday 
in another encounter with MIGs one 
enemy plane was reported damaged by 
American Sabres. 


It was disclosed this week that the 


U. S. 40th Division is undergoing in- 
tensive training in Korea in defense 
against atomic bombs. The exercises are 


being conducted in the training area of 
the IX Corps some distance back of the 
front line. The training is an extension 
of that received by this division in the 
United States prior to its departure for 
the Far East. It consists largely of ex- 
cavations for underground shelter in or- 
der to provide the maximum protection 
against blast effects, and is for the pur- 
pose of developing and testing training 
techniques that would be valuable to 
troops in the field in defense against 
atomic warfare. No atom bombs are be- 
ing used, the attacks being theoretical 
only. 

On the ground in Korea this week 
there was considerable activity on all 
sectors of the front, but the operations 
were largely of a minor nature, and in- 
volved no significant change of position 
by either side. Tanks and artillery were 
used by the Allies to a greater extent 
than usual, but the actions were all of 
a local and limited character. 

Six-Hour Battle 


In the west there was a six-hour battle 
between a United Nations tank-infantry 
patrol and an enemy unit of unde- 





termined strength east of Panmunjom. 
The Allied patrol encountered small 
arms, mortar and rocket fire, and re- 
turned artillery, mortar and tank fire. 
A small enemy unit attacked an Allied 
outpost west of Korangpo-ri. After a | 


brief fight the occupying unit withdrew | 
and later placed artillery fire on the 
enemy. An enemy unit of undetermined | 
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strength probed an Allied advance posi- 
tion northwest of Yonchon, driving back 
the United Nations troops. Artillery fire 
was placed on the Reds and after a short 
engagement the enemy withdrew. 

Allied patrols of the 20th Battalion 
Combat Team killed 20 of the enemy in 
a 35-minute hand-to-hand fight with an 
enemy unit west of Chorwon. No other 
significant enemy contact was reported 
by Allied troops along the rest of the 
western front. 

Allied tanks firing on enemy targets 
south of Pyonggang and north of Kum- 
wha destroyed an ammunition storage 
bunker, damaged many other bunkers, 
and smashed machine gun nests. Tank- 
supported infantry patrols operated 
northwest of Kumwha, fighting several 
small engagements and inflicting numer- 
ous casualties. 

An enemy unit of undetermined 
strength probed an Allied position north- 
west of Kumwha, but was forced to with- 
draw when it received mortar and ar- 
tillery fire. Elsewhere along the central 
front United Nations patrols fought light 
engagements up to an hour and a quar- 
ter in length with enemy units up to two 
platoons in strength. 

Probe UN Positions 


Three small enemy groups probed 
United Nations positions northwest of 
the Punch Bowl on the eastern front 
and were repulsed in firefights lasting 
up to 35 minutes. The remainder of the 
eastern front was the scene of several 
small patrol clashes which were without 
significance. 

Surface vessels of the United Nations 
fleet off both coasts of North Korea 
teamed with carrier-based planes to at- 
tack enemy coastal rail lines and supply 
facilities throughout the week. Heavy 
destruction of enemy installations re- 
sulted and there were numerous casual- 
ties inflicted. 

Near the eastern extremity of the land 
battle line the U. S. Heavy Cruiser 
Bremerton and the Destroyer Fox fur- 
nished floating artillery support for 
Allied ground troops south of Kosong. 
More than 100 rounds were fired from 
the cruiser’s secondary batteries, de- 
stroying gun positions and _ inflicting 
many casualties. Previously the Bremer- 
ton fired on enemy installations in the 
enemy-held port city of Wonsan on the 
east coast, destroying many buildings 
and rail cars and wrecking two railway 
marshalling yards. 

American destroyers fired on targets 
at Songjin and Chongjin during several 
days of the week. The U. S. Destroyer 
Endicott covered a factory area at Song- 
jin with 5-inch shell fire, scoring direct 
hits on a warehouse and starting several 
fires. The U. S. Destroyer-Escort Doyle 
took gun positions at Chongjin under 
fire, causing a large secondary explosion. 
Near Songjin the U. S. Heavy Cruiser 
St. Paul destroyed two rail bridges and 
caused rock slides which blocked rail- 
way tracks. 

On the west coast the Canadian De- 
stroyer Athabascan shelled the sea ap- 
proaches to Haeju with 4-inch and 40mm 
fire, hitting troop billets and ware- 
houses. 

Destroy Bridge 

British planes from the Escort Carrier 
Ocean off the west coast hit enemy sup- 
ply lines in the Chinnampo-Pyongyang 
area with 1,000-lb. bombs, destroying a 
bridge and hundreds of yards of track. 
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support missions for Allied ground troops 
in the western sector. 


American Naval flyers from the Heavy 
Carriers Philippine Sea and Boxer, off 
the east coast, ranged over Northeast 
Korea in round-the-clock raids, making 
hundreds of rail cuts, knocking out 
bridges and supply centers, and destroy- 
ing 75 small boats engaged in Red 
coastal traffic. 

Night-flying planes of the ist U. S. 
Marine Air Wing destroyed many Red 
trucks moving supplies south to the bat- 
tle area. They also made many rail cuts 
and flew close support missions for 
ground troops. Daylight operations were 
hampered somewhat during the week by 
a persistent haze over much of the com- 
bat zone. 

Rain clouds and overcast also inter- 
fered with visual observation of results 
of Far East Air Force bombing attacks 
during part of the week. However, the 
usual sorties were flown and devastating 
raids were made on communications 
lines and supply centers. Light and 
medium bombers flying at night made 
strikes against vehicular traffic, major 
bridges and transportation centers. 

Few Enemy Planes 

Relatively few enemy planes were en- 
countered, but there were a few brisk 
air battles. On Tuesday, 20 May, 12 
American Sabre Jets flying cover for 
rail-cutting fighter-bombers intercepted 
an equal number of enemy MIGs deep in 
Northwest Korea, near the Manchurian 
border. Four of the enemy planes were 
destroyed. American plane losses, if any, 
will be announced later. In another en- 
counter on the following day one MIG 
was reported damaged. 

In close support missions American 
propeller-driven F-51 Mustangs, under 
the direction of T-6 Mosquitoes flew 
along the battle line, destroying or 
damaging troop revetments, trenches 
and gun positions, and killing and 
wounding many Red soldiers. 

In Thursday’s big raid on the Pyong- 
yang supply base, fighter pilots from the 
1st Marine Air Wing and the 77th Squad- 
ron of the Royal Australian Air Force 
joined those of the U. S. Fifth Air Force 
in devastating the center. Though dam- 
ages inflicted has not been completely 
assessed it is believed that great quanti- 
ties of military supplies were destroyed. 

During much of the week American 
F-80 Shooting Stars and F-84 Thunder 
Jets concentrated their attacks on the 
battered enemy rail system, cratering 
tracks in numerous places. Many cuts 
were made in the important line con- 
necting Sonchon and Chongju in North- 
west Korea. The fighter-bombers also de- 
stroyed rail cars north of Pyongyang and 
near Haeju. 

B-29 medium bombers from Japan and 
Okinawa in a night attack dropped 
hundreds of tons of high explosives on 
the Sunchon rail north and south bypass 
bridges over the Taedong River. Elec- 
tronic aiming devices were used in the 
bombing. Moderate enemy flak was en- 
countered. Other medium bombers hit 
marshalling yards and a storage area at 
Hamhung. Still other Superforts made 
night attacks on enemy front-lines. 

American B-26 light bombers and Ma- 
rine aircraft made strikes against enemy 
south-bound vehicular traffic almost 
every night during the week, destroy- 
ing many supply trucks. Traffic was 
mostly in the Sunchon, Pyongyang, Sari- 
won, Wonsan, and Songchon areas. The 
night intruders also attacked rail lines 
between Sonchon and Chongju and south 
of Wonsan with unobserved results.

The Army’s Birthday 


The 177th Aniversary of the founding 
of the U. S. Army will be observed as 
a “family” affair on 14 June, states a 
letter from The Adjutant General of the 
Army to commanding generals in the 
field. 

“The occasion of this anniversary,” the 
letter states, “affords an opportunity for 
commanders of all echelons to remind 
their troops of the proud heritage they 
bear as soldiers of today’s Army. 

Oldest Service 

“The Army, being the oldest of the 
Armed Services of the United States, has 
the distinction of being ‘The Senior Serv- 
ice. It is the only one of the Armed 
Services which can trace its history, with 
unbroken continuity, to the Continental 
Army. 

“While it is not desired or intended 
that this shall be a ‘Day’ in any way 
comparable to Armed Forces Day, par- 
ticularly as to civil or public participa- 
tion, it is considered that the Army, as 
a family, should recognize this anniver- 
sary for its esprit-building worth. A spe- 
cial menu at dinner would be appropriate, 
together with such internal ceremony as 
may be consistent with training.” 

Oldest Units 

Because some of the Army units were 
originally established prior to the 14 June 
1775 act, the Army permits them to trace 
their histories back to early Colonial 
days. For example, the 102d Infantry 
Regiment traces its origin back to 1672. 

The oldest combat arms units of bat- 
talion or regimental size now on active 
service are listed by the Department of 
the Army as follows:

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Red Air and Ground Power 
Grows, Says Gen. Ridgway 


While in Washington this week en 
route from the Far East to his new post 
in Paris as Supreme Allied Commander 
in Europe, in succession to General of 
the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Gen- 
eral Matthew B. Ridgway, USA, warned 
that Russian military power in the Far 
East, particularly in eastern Siberia, had 
been significantly strengthened during 
the past year. He pointed to the change 
from propeller-driven to jet planes at 
Siberian bases, and to new and enlarged 
airfields in that area as evidence of the 
increased military power of the Soviet 
Union in the Far East. 

General Ridgway also told a press con- 
ference at the Pentagon on Wednesday, 
21 May, that the offensive potential of 
the Chinese and North Korean Reds in 
Korea is at present greater than at any 
time in the past. However, the general 
expressed complete confidence’ that 
United Nations forces are fully capable 
of repelling any Communist attack with 
tremendous losses. 

During a busy week in Washington 
General Ridgway appeared before the 
Senate and House Armed Services Com- 
mittees in closed sessions, addressed a 
joint session of the Congress, met the 
press at a Pentagon conference, was 
honored at a review and reception at 
Fort McNair, and was scheduled to ad- 
dress a luncheon of Washington corres- 
pondents. He also found time to go to 
West Point with the President to be pres- 
ent at the convocation in observance of 
the 150th anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the Military Academy.

He said 
that as soon as he was informed of the 
capture of General Dodd he had directed 
Gen. James A. Van Fleet, USA, com- 
manding the Eighth Army, to use what- 
ever force was necessary to secure the 
prompt and unconditional release of the 
general. The apparent concessions to the 
Reds granted by Brig. Gen. Charles F. 
Colson, USA, prison camp commander, 
were obviously not in accord with Gen- 
eral Ridgway’s instructions. 

In his public statements and speeches 
General Ridgway paid high tribute to 
the devotion, ability, and fighting qual- 
ities of the United Nations troops who 
fought under his command in Korea. In 
his address to the joint session of Con- 
gress he spoke of the “fighting heart” of 
the Eighth Army, and the “magnificent 
naval and air support.” He said the 
Eighth Army occupied a continuous line, 
stretching across the Korean Peninsula, 
“imbued with unshakeable belief in its 
ability to destroy the enemy whenever 
and wherever met.” 

General Ridgway declined to hazard a 
prediction as to the ultimate outcome of 
the current Korean armistice negotia- 
tions, saying that depended on the atti- 
tude of the Communists. He referred to 
the proposal of the Allies for voluntary 
repatriation of Red prisoners as “logical, 
reasonable, and honorable,” and said 
“acceptance or rejection, cessation or 
continuance of hostilities, is now the re- 
sponsibility of the Communist leaders.” 

The general in his address to the Con- 
gress emphatically branded as lies the 
Red accusations that the Allies have 
used germ warfare and poison gas in 
Korea. He said: 

“IT wish to reiterate what I have re- 
peatedly stated publicly, that these alle- 
gations are false in their entirety; that

EUCOM Combat Strength Increases

INCE the end of World War II, 

United States forces stationed in Eu- 
rope have undergone several stages of 
organizational development in conso- 
nance with the changing military and 
political picture through- 
out the world. 

Following V-E Day in 
1945, US forces in Europe 
(ETOUSA, later USFET) 
were given responsibility 
for the military occupation 
of large segments of two 
former enemy nations, Ger- 
many and Austria. To ac- 
complish this mission most 
effectively the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff directed that a uni- 
fied command be _ estab- 
lished for the US occupa- 
tion areas. This resulted in 
the formation of the Eu- 
ropean Command 
(EUCOM) in 1947 which 
united under a single com- 
mand, all US forces 
which had been allocated 
to Europe for the purpose of accomplish- 
ing these occupation missions. As a joint 
command, EUCOM consisted then, as it 
does today, of units and personnel from 
all three of the military services. How-

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Pace Urges Special 
Training of Officers 


A persistent problem in the training 
of career military officers, namely what 
relative emphasis should be placed on 
preparation for combat leadership in 
comparison to preparation for specialized 
responsibilities, was raised anew this 
week by Secretary of the Army Frank 
Pace, jr. 

Mr. Pace took the occasion of an ad- 
dress on 20 May at the Sesquicentennial 
Jubilee Convocation of the U. S. Military 
Academy at West Point, N. Y., to urge 
that the Army place greater stress on 
training officers for such specialized du- 
ties as negotiator, attache, administra- 
tor, military governor, scientist or super- 
intendent of production. 

“Military leadership must address it- 
self to those more technical fields of pro- 
duction, intelligence, personnel and re- 
search and development as well as the 
combat fields with comparable rewards 
for a career in each,” Secretary Pace de- 
clared. “This in no sense means that 
West Point emphasis on that indispens- 
able quality of leadership in men need be 
any less, but rather that other facets of 
leadership receive attention in accord 
with the requirements of our times,” he 
added. 

Mr. Pace told a distinguished audience 
of military leaders and educators that 
“there has come a revolutionary change 
in our whole order of requirements upon 
the military man.” 

The speech at West Point, where the 
fundamental emphasis through the years 
has been on the training of officers for 
combat leadership, is seen as a signifi- 
cant declaration, foretelling the proba- 
bility of important modifications in offi- 
cer schooling, not only at West Point, 
but more importantly at advanced Army 
schools and at civilian institutions. 

It is known that there are two schools 
of thought among top Army officials on 
this matter. One group cautions against 
over-specialization and maintains that 
too much emphasis on _ specialization 
could result in a loss of flexibility. Inso- 
far as training of enlisted personnel is 
concerned, they note that since Korea 
there has been a marked de-emphasis on 
specialization in favor of versatility. 

Those who caution against a greatly 
accelerated specialization feel that the 
demands of modern warfare are so com- 
plex that if too much attention is di- 
verted from the training of career offi- 
cers for combat leadership that the Army 
would be hurt. They recognize, of course, 
that added “extra-combat” tasks are be- 
ing assigned to Army officers, but warn 
that over specialization would reduce 
concentration on the primary mission— 
namely to fight wars and win. Although 
the demands upon officers in specialized 
duties are acknowledged as important, 
intricate and increasingly intensive, 
those who oppose strong specialization 
note how many more officers were re- 
lieved during World War II because of 
mistakes in combat compared with those 
relieved for errors in staff responsibili- 
ties. 

On the other side, those who are in 
agreement with Mr. Pace on this matter, 
in which, of course, differences of opin- 
ion involve fine shadings and are not evi- 
denced as black-and-white positions, ex- 
press the belief that for years to come 
Army officers will be required for key as- 
signments not directly related to troop 
leadership and that training must be 
modified accordingly. 

Secretary Pace, in his speech at West 
Point, said repeatedly that “leadership 
of troops is the primary goal of Army 
officer training.” He stated that “cadets 
in training here must of necessity be im- 
pressed with the fact that their primary 
work in the Army must be to lead men.”

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President Grants ‘Amnesty’ 

President Harry S. Truman went to 
West Point, N. Y., on 20 May to partici- 
pate in a convocation marking the 150th 
anniversary of the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy. 

Included in the party which traveled 
by train from Washington, D. C., was 
General Matthew B. Ridgway, USA, en- 
route from the Far East to Europe, who 
received from the President a second Oak 
Leaf Cluster to the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal. 

The President won plaudits from the 
cadets when, at the outset of his ad- 
dress, he issued a pardon for all cadets 
undergoing special punishment and di- 
rected Maj. Gen. Frederick A. Irving, 
USMA Superintendent, to carry out the 
order. Mr. Truman took this action, he 
explained, as President and as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Armed Forces. 

During the course of his address, in 
which he stressed the need for “steady 
nerves and stout hearts,” the President 
said that “as a result of the resistance 
to Communist aggression in Korea, the 
free nations are infinitely better pre- 
pared to defend themselves than they 
were two years ago.” 

The President, reporting on recent 
military progress, said “an atomic artil- 
lery piece has been developed and tested.” 
He added that the Navy is working on 
an atomic-powered submarine. “Our 
over-all atomic production program,” 
said Mr. Truman, “is in excellent shape.” 

He warned, however, that “if we halt 
or falter now, we could ruin the whole 
structure of peace and freedom we have 


been so painfully building.”

(Continued from First Page) 
tion. Many of the installations are in 
localities famous in history and familiar 
to the veterans of World War I. The 
ports of St. Nazaire, Nantes, La Pallice 
and Bassens were all important ports in 
the supply line of 1918. An Engineer De- 
pot is being established near Chinon, the 
site of the meeting of Joan of Arc and 
the Dauphin. This place also was a World 
War I Chemical Warfare Training Cen- 
ter. An Ordnance Depot is located at An- 
gouleme, an Ordnance Training Center of 
World War I. Perigueux, now a Quarter- 
master Depot, was formerly a hospital 
center. A POL dump at St. Sulpice is on 
the site of a former US Depot. At Roche- 
fort, installations erected by Napoleon, 
which served as depots and POW enclo- 
sures in World War I, are now Ordnance, 
Transportation Corps and Engineer in- 
stallations. 

The mission of the US Forces in France 
is unusual in that operations are per- 
formed in a friendly nation under the 
conditions of peace. An agency known as 
the French-American Fiscal Liaison Of- 
fice (FAFLO) was set up to work out all 
matters pertaining to procurement, fi- 
nancing and accounting for the new proj- 
ect as it would be affected by labor re- 
lations, contracting jobs, or leasing of 
property in France. Maximum use is be- 
ing made of French labor and no hiring 
of local personnel can be done directly 
by Americans. French labor is contracted 
for through government labor offices and 
workers are paid on the basis of the pre- 
vailing French wage scale. Similarly, 
French government agents act as inter- 
mediaries between the American Army 
and French contractors who are hired to 
perform actual building work. French 
firms selling material to the US Army 
must deal only through FAFLO, and are 
paid through this agency. 

A problem being faced by the US Forces 
is the prevailing currency inflation 
throughout France. Original cost esti- 
mates for projects have been exceeded 
repeatedly, and it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to plan budgets in advance. 
On account of this inflation and the time 
lag required for a French businessman 
to collect for a contracted job through 
FAFLO, work schedules fall behind as 
projects are held up for lack of capital. 
This inflation has also worked against 
American personnel in spite of the fact 
that officers and first three graders with 
dependents are getting a station allow- 
ance. Higher living expenses for food and 
quarters more than absorb established 
station allowances. 

Port operations in southwest France 
present certain difficulties. Berths, which 
were adequate for ships during World 
War I, do not have sufficient draft for 
modern American freighters requiring, in 
many instances, that the ships be light- 
ened. Port facilities and labor are inad- 
equate for the additional loads imposed 
by US operations. These factors result in 
competition between the interests of the 
US Forces and commercial companies. 
In spite of many difficulties, transit sheds 
and other facilities are being acquired, 
a sound port organization is being com- 
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pleted, and suitable operation procedures 
are being developed. 

The construction program in Base Sec. 
tion has presented many difficult prob- 
lems. The sites provided the US Forces 
have required, in all cases, major reha- 
bilitation or new construction. The ac- 
quisition of a site usually follows ex. 
tended negotiations. The completion of 
plans and the awarding of contracts that 
are satisfactory to both the US and 
French authorities requires much time. 
The shortages of building materials in 
France contribute to many delays as well 
as the fact that skilled labor is already 
operating under full employment condi- 
tions. These problems have been solved 
partially by the erection of prefabricated 
housing units and warehouses. In a short 
time, most of the troops will be out of 
tents and other support facilities will be 
provided. 

In spite of the many unusual problems 
being encountered, Base Section is stead- 
ily developing. A few installations are 
reaching the point of completion, while 
other installations have not reached the 
stage of site selection. However, all US 
Personnel assigned to this command re- 
alize the importance of their task, and 
are working with the knowledge that the 
completion of the project is an urgent 
matter.

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Need Control Systems Experts 
Air Force officials report a unique op- 
portunity is offered officers to specialize 
in a field which is rapidly gaining promi- 
nence, both in industry and military tech- 
nology—Control Systems Engineering. 
A limited number of officers who hold 
a bachelor’s degree in one of the general 
sciences will be sent to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology to attend a two- 
year course leading to the Master of 
Science degree. Under the supervision of 
Professor C. S. Draper, world renowned 
authority in the field of control systems, 
this course begins with a review of 
mathematics, physics, and electronics, 
and then goes very thoroughly into the 


theory and application of control sys- 
tems, gun and bomb sights, servo 
mechanisms, principles of radar and 
guided missiles, and automatic control 
equipment. 


While the principal applications under 
study deal with air weapons systems, the 
course is so broad and complete as to 
make the student not only an armament 
and guided missile specialist but also an 
expert in the industrial employment of 
control systems. 

The great need for control systems en- 
gineers in industry is matched by an 
equal if not greater need in the military 
air armament field. Contrary to the wide- 
spread belief that “air armament” is a 
collective term for munitions, bombs, and 
guns, the science of air armament deals 
primarily with weapons systems which 
include a wide variety of electrical, elec- 
tronic, mechanical and optical com- 
ponents. Thus, the military control sys- 
tems specialist has the choice of a promis- 
ing career in a choice of technical and 
scientific assignments. 

Individual requests for evaluations for 
the next course, which starts on 9 June 
1952, should be sent without delay direct 
to the Commandant, USAF Institute of 
Technology, Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio. 

Reserve officers who are accepted for 
this course, are expected to remain on 
active duty for a minimum of three years 
following completion of the course.

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It’s Knots for the Air Force 


On and after 1 July, all Air Force pilots 
and ground communicators will use 
“knots” and “nautical miles” instead of 
“miles per hour” and “statute miles” as 
the official units of measurement. 

This change over will be used not only 
for all air operations, but also in all con- 
tacts with civil agencies, such as the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration. It has 
been approved by the Air Coordinating 
Committee in an effort to eliminate con- 
fusion in traffic control and thus pro- 
mote flying safety. 

The Air Force said that for many years 
it has been recognized that the statute 
mile is of limited value in over-water air 
operations. The nautical mile of 6,080 feet 
was first used as a unit of distance 
measurement by Gerardus Mercator, a 
Flemish mathematician and geographer, 
in the 16th Century. He developed the 
first projection chart (the earth’s image 
projected on a flat surface) in the year 
1568. To this was applied the mathemati- 
cal system of dividing a circle into 360 
degrees of arc, which in turn are divided 
into 60 minutes. 

For purposes of sea navigation, each 
minute of arc on a great circle course 
the earth equals one nautical 
mile. 

It currently is necessary for the Air 
Force and United States commercial in- 
ternational air carriers to use one unit 
of measurement over land and another 
over water. 

The Navy and the Coast Guard have 
always used the nautical system for dis- 
tance and speed measurements at Naval 
and Coast Guard bases and overseas. 
However, due to the need to conform 
with aviation practices in the United 
States, it has been necessary for them 
to use statute miles when communicating 
with all other aviation services. 

Until depleted, Air Force stocks of air 





speed indicators calibrated in miles-per- | 


hour will continue to be used. Steps are 
being taken to modify them to indicate 
knots as well as miles-per-hour.

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EUCOM Aims Shift

represents a substantial US contribution 
to the defense efforts of the Western 
powers. 

This shift in emphasis has resulted in 
a major build-up of US military forces 
in Europe, a realignment of these forces 
over a larger area, and organizational 
changes in the structure of EUCOM 
major and subordinate commands. 


At the present time, EUCOM, com- 
manded by General Thomas T. Handy, 
with headquarters in the old university 
town of Heidelberg, Germany, directs the 
activities of three major commands 
(Army, Navy, and Air Force) and numer- 
ous subordinate commands which are lo- 
cated not only in the US Zone of Occu- 
pation, Germany, but also in France and 
the United Kingdom. United States 
Forces, Austria (USFA), which at one 
time was a EUCOM major command, was 
established as a separate JCS command 
in 1949. 

Major Army Elements 

The Seventh Army, EUCOM’s major 
army element in the command, was re- 
activated in November of 1950, at which 
time it replaced both U. S. Army, Eu- 
rope (USAREUR), and the United States 
Constabulary. Commanded by Lt. Gen. 
Manton S. Eddy, the Seventh Army is 
composed of the V and VII Corps; the 
Ist, 4th, 28th, and 43d Infantry Divisions; 
the 2d Armored Division; and a substan- 
tial number of combat and service sup- 
port units. In the past year and a half, 
the Seventh Army has developed from a 
small-scale occupation-type force into a 
well-trained, fully operational field army. 

The Twelfth Air Force, the tactical air 
element of this command, was activated 
in January of 1951, and replaced U. S. 
Air Forces in Europe (USAFE) as a part 
of EUCOM. The Twelfth Air Force, com- 
manded by Maj. Gen. Dean C. Strother, 
is prepared to provide tactical air sup- 





port to EUCOM ground forces in con- | 


formance with allied operations plans. 

The third of the EUCOM major com- 
mands, the U. S. Naval Forces, Germany, 
is commanded by Rear Adm. Carl F. 
Holden. Although relatively small by 
comparison with the other two EUCOM 
major commands, this organization con- 
tributes valuable support by providing 
patrols for the Rhine river and by con- 
ducting various port operations at the 
Bremerhaven Port of Embarkation. 

In addition to these major elements, 


various other commands, units and agen- | 


cies support EUCOM and enable it to fill 
its many commitments. One of the most 
important of these subordinate com- 
mands at the present time is the Eu- 
ropean Command Communications Zone 
which was established in the summer of 
1951. This organization, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. S. M. Sturgis, jr., has been 
assigned the responsibility for develop- 


ing and operating a line of communica- | 7

tions across France. 

To provide logistical support for its 
forces and dependent population in the 
US Zone of Germany, EUCOM has de- 
veloped a system of military posts which 
is perhaps unique to this command. 
These posts are many times larger than 
comparable installations in the United 
States and extend over wide areas of 
land, in some instances embracing as 
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many as forty to fifty German Landkreise 
or counties. 

Until early 1951, all US forces in Ger- 
many were located in the US Zone of 
Occupation proper, and in Berlin and 
Bremerhaven. Following a decision by 
the Council of Foreign Ministers that 
forces of one occupying power could be 


stationed in the zone of responsibility of | 


another occupying power, arrangements 
were made between the US and French 
commanders in Germany for a mutual 
exchange of facilities in their respective 
zones. Today, US and French forces are 
stationed side by side in areas which had 
previously been restricted to the use of 
one or the other. This arrangement has 
been advantageous to both forces in that 
it has permitted the tactical redisposition 
of forces in more favorable areas in Ger- 
many. 


Combat Forces Increased 


In reviewing the activities of EUCOM 
in the last year and a half, by far the 
most important development has been 
the increase in the number of combat 
forces which have been made available 
for use by this command. This increase, 
besides strengthening the US position in 
Europe, has signalled the transition from 
occupation to defense, and has enabled 
the United States to fulfill its commit- 
ments under the North Atlantic Treaty. 
These forces, together with those of the 
other NATO nations under the opera- 
tional command of SACEUR, provide the 
bulwark of Western European defense, 
and serve as a major deterrent to Soviet 
aggression. 

At the present time negotiations are 
being carried forward with the West 
German Republic which will end the oc- | 
cupation and result in a contractual ar- | 
rangement between the United States, 
France, Great Britain and Western Ger- 
many. Under this contract and the Eu- 
ropean Defense Force agreement which 
will be signed at the same time, Western 
Germany will become a partner in the 
defense of Western Europe. 

At that time, EUCOM will have com- 
pleted its occupation mission in Germany 
—its primary postwar task. But even as 
this task ends it faces a more important 
challenge—that of preparing its forces 
for their role in Western Defense. Secure 
in the knowledge that the soldiers, sail- 
ors and airmen of the command are fully 
trained and well equipped, EUCOM is 





confident and ready for whatever the 
future may bring.

Double Expenses. Members of the Armed 
Services are inclined to look with sympathy upon 
the effort of members of Congress to relieve 
themselves of some of the burden of heavy in- 
come taxes brought about by the unusual condi- 
tions of their government careers. The House 
adopted a provision permitting Congressmen to 
list their expenses in Washington as legitimate 
deductions in their income tax in the same way 
that business men traveling away from their 
homes are permitted similar deductions. Members 
of Congress now have $2,500 a year allowances 
which are tax free, but earlier this session they 
voted to terminate the tax-free provision the first 
of next year. The proposed new deductions would 
constitute an even greater exemption. 


The Armed Services formerly had a special 
$1,500 military tax deduction, given in recogni- 
tion of the extraordinary character of their du- 
ties which imposes upon them financial burdens 
far beyond those to which civilians are subjected. 
This was dropped in 1949 when the Career Com- 
pensation Act was passed. However, the unusual 
financial hazards still exist—they must change 
station frequently, children are often sent to pri- 
vate schools to prevent interruptions in their 
education, many Service families maintain two 
sets of living quarters when husbands go over- 
seas, expenses for clothing and uniforms are 
higher, etc. 

So, the Services appreciate the problem of the 
members of Congress and understand the need 
for the relief they are seeking. The Services hope 
that they, too, can be given similar understanding 
and relief. 


The Army's Birthday. It is a wise decision 
to permit the Army to observe its 177th anni- 
versary on 14 June. For a while all Service 
“Days,” as such, were rigorously suppressed in 
order to place all emphasis on the newly founded 
“Armed Forces Day.’ However, it has always 
been our belief that every Service should also 
have its own day—a time in which its history 
and traditions could be reviewed and public trib- 
ute paid to its accomplishments. 


The Navy League already has expressed its de- 
termination to reestablish “Navy Day” on 27 
October, even though this must be done without 
official collaboration. 


The Army’s birthday on 14 June is not intended 
to be a “Day” in the sense of seeking public sup- 
port and participation. Rather the Department 
suggests that it be kept as a “family” affair with 
only such internal ceremonies as may be consis- 
tent with training. 


We think it would be a good thing if the public 
should “discover” the occasion and take special 
notice of the Army and its accomplishments and 
needs. 


The Finance offices of each of the Services 
acted with speed and dispatch in putting the 
new pay bill into effect. The first orders 
were sent out the day the President signed 
the measure. Many Service personnel will 
get their increases this month. 

This commendable display of action is the 
more refreshing in that it contrasts so 
sharply with the delays and inaction that 
have resulted in the Services getting smaller 
increases ten months later than those given 
the civilian employees of the Government. 
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Back to Sea in 10 Days! The public was sur- 
prised when the USS Wasp was returned to sea 
only ten days after she eased into the Brooklyn 
Naval Shipyard with her bow smashed and 
crippled by the collision in which the USS Hobson 
sank with the loss of 176 lives. 

The speed with which the Wasp was restored 
to full active sea service is a tribute to the skill, 


devotion, and efficiency of the naval and civilian 
personnel at the Brooklyn Yard under the com- 
mand of Rear Adm. Roy T. Cowdrey, USN. It 
is also a tribute to the Navy’s “mothball’ policy, 
for.a major factor was the “borrowing” of the 
bow from the USS Hornet, now being taken out 
of the mothball fleet, and using it as a replace- 
ment for the Wasp’s bow. It will take four to six 
weeks to build a new bow for the Hornet, but 
in the meantime the Wasp, already in full com- 
mission with crew and supplies, is back on the 
high seas.

Then 
he states, “Continuation of such a 
program will soon make the Service 
a profession in which only bachelors 
and the independent wealthy can af- 
ford to participate.” At this point my 
blood began to boil and I decided I 
must at last get my two cents in. 

Throughout my two short years of 
Service in the Army I have discov- 
ered that it definitely does not pay 
to be a bachelor in the Army. I dis- 
count here and now any advantage 
through income tax reductions that 
a married officer may receive. Let’s 
take a look at the other advantages 
he does receive. First and foremost, 
he receives a quarters allowance. 
With this sum he may take a house 
off the post and live in reasonable 
comfort. If he does not live off the 
post he usually gets very comfort- 
able quarters on the post. What 
about the bachelor? He supposedly 
receives quarters allowance if Gov- 
ernment quarters are not suitable. 
This is a farce, because anything 
from a tent to a rundown, wooden 
shack is always considered suitable 
for a bachelor. Then another point. 
When on leave a bachelor is not au- 
thorized quarters allowance whereas 
a married officer is (when both are 
not occupying Government quar- 
ters). Is a bachelor supposed to take 
a pup tent along on leave or just 
sponge off friends and relatives? 

Another point is the commissary. 
Bachelors usually aren’t allowed to 
purchase there—they might delay 


some of the numerous dependents 
that always crowd the places. 

Why is it that the Army always 
discriminates against bachelors? A 
bachelor is always more available 
for after-duty details and probably 
winds up doing more work for the 
Government than the married man. 
I suppose the only answer for us 
bachelors is to get married. Then we 
can do less work, make more money 
and have many more privileges. 
Here’s to marriage!

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Press Comment: Hazardous Duty Pay 


During recent weeks, there has been 
much discussion on Capitol Hill and at 
the Pentagon regarding hazardous duty 
pay, particularly with regard to flight 
pay and combat pay. Editorial comment 
is divided on this issue, with some papers 
supporting the need for the bonus pay- 
ments, while others argue that extra pay 
should be eliminated. Typical were these 
comments: 


The Buffalo, N. Y., News contends that 
the Senate should reject attacks on flight 
pay and says: “That the men who risk 
their lives at 600 miles an hour should be 
denied ‘hazard’ pay for doing a job many 
times more dangerous to life than that of 
an infantryman is monstrous.” On the 
other hand, the Pittsburgh, Pa., Post- 
Gazette, argues that although the “Air 
Force’s desire to maintain a continued 
flow of the most desirable ‘recruits to its 
ranks’ understandable ... isn’t it about 
time to put the flying service on a footing 
more nearly equal to that of the other 
branches?” 


According to the Kansas City, Mo., 
Star, attempts to slash hazard pay repre- 
sents “dubious” economy. This newspaper 


maintains that “men who are asked to 
take extra risks in the service of their 
country should be rewarded fairly.” The 
Charleston, S. C., Courier observes, how- 
ever, that it is difficult to measure the 
various risks in the Armed Forces and 
comments that “no bonuses at all would 
be better for morale than bonuses which 
apply to many persons who are not re- 
quired to take real risks.” 


The New Orleans, La., Times-Picayune 
says that “incentive pay for extra haz- 
ards might prove helpful” to the Air 
Force in obtaining volunteers for flight 
training and duty. The Milwaukee Jour- 
nal states that “the men who face danger 
on land or on the sea should get the 
same consideration as men who face dan- 
ger in the air or under the sea, which 
isn’t the case. The whole business of ex- 
tra hazard pay needs a thorough re- 
examination.” The Chicago News takes 
note of reports that Congress will be 
asked to increase flight pay and says 
that “the Air Force will hit some bumpy 
weather on such a course... Any fur- 
ther increase can be considered only in 
careful relation to pay in all branches of 
the Service.” 


Gen. Ridgway In Washington 


ENERAL Matthew B. Ridgway, 

named to succeed General Eisen- 
hower as Supreme Allied Commander, 
Europe, will leave for his new post on 
Monday, following a brief visit of courtesy 
to United Nations headquarters in New 
York City that day. His stay of six days 
in Washington, broken by a trip to West 
Point with President Truman, the serv- 
ice Secretaries and the Chiefs of Staff, 
has been a succession of meetings more 
numerous and more varied than antici- 
pated when his schedule of travel from 
Tokyo to Marly-Rocquencourt was laid 
out three weeks ago. The exasperating 
developments in the Far East, both at 
Koje-do and at Panmunjom made it in- 
evitable that Congressional inquiries to 
him would be greatly widened in their 
scope. Indeed, so far as public attention 
is an index, there was more curiosity 
about General Ridgway’s views on the 
Koje-do incident and his estimate of the 
Far East situation than about his ex- 
pectations in the new European post; 
prophecies, it would appear, are at a dis- 
count in Washington these days. 

Yet the prospective turn-over of au- 
thority at Rocquencourt will afford op- 
portunity for careful estimates both of 
the 16-months achievement by General 
Eisenhower and of the tasks yet to be 
achieved by his successor. The things ac- 
complished make possible the things to 
come, and one cannot easily come to so 
momentous an event as that of 1 June 
without engaging both in retrospect and 
Prophecy. Both will be in order through- 
out the coming week. 

The coming week is expected to wit- 
ness also the initialing of two momentous 
Papers, the three western nations’ con- 
tract with Western Germany, and the 
setting-up of the six-power European 
Defense Community group. They will in- 
stitute great achievements in western 
defense; by then, too, the Bonn govern- 
ment achieves something close to equal 
Political partnership with western na- 
tions large and small, and equally close 
to a membership-once-removed in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization it- 
self. (The EDC’s armed forces will be 
automatically under command of NATO’s 
Supreme Headquarters Allied Powers in 
Europe). Again it is necessary to remem- 
ber that the “initialing” by the foreign 
ministers involved will not be a final act; 
this can be performed only by the na- 
tional legislatures involved (including 
our own Senate in the case of the con- 
tractual agreement with Bonn) and 
hence truly final action is months away 
at best. Nevertheless, formal initialing 
by the foreign ministers would constitute 
that stage upon which General Eisen- 
hower set his sights long ago when he 
was considering the probable date for 
his departure from SHAPE. Those agree- 
ments, plus the organization and firm es- 
tablishment of SHAPE during the past 


sixteen months, plus the dispersion of 
the Sector commands, plus the building- 
up to date of the NATO forces of land, 
sea, and air, plus always the integration 
of purpose and uplift of morale among 
14 nations—all these achievements cer- 
tainly constitute an era, gratifying to 
SHAPE’s first commander and encourag- 
ing to his successor. 

French senatorial elections last Sun- 
day—by local electoral colleges instead of 
by popular vote — brought to Premier 
Antoine Pinay’s Independent party a sur- 
prising addition of strength almost 
wholly at the expense of the Gaullists. 
Whether this marks a shift on all issues 
is not proved; it seems, rather, to indi- 
cate a shift upon one issue, M. Pinay’s 
broad program for strengthening the 
franc, which General de Gaulle has been 
opposing. This is so important an issue 
that the new implications are favor- 
able to a longer stay in office by the 
present premier. The value of this is ap- 
preciable at a time when a stable French 
government is necessary for convincing 
action on the pending issues of western 
defense. On Tuesday, in like mood, the 
National Assembly gave resounding sup- 
port to M. Pinay’s proposal for a govern- 
ment loan whose value is fixed in re- 
lation to gold, this being a part of the 
franc-strengthening program. The As- 
sembly’s finance committee had beaten 
the bill by an 18-17 vote, but the premier 
pressed for immediate action in the As- 
sembly itself, with announcement that 
defeat or even any alteration of the text 
would mean his resignation. Opposed as 
he was by Socialists and Communists (a 
Socialist spokesman, somewhat confus- 
ingly, was M. Pineau) Premier Pinay got 
a vote of 326 to 206. His optimistic declar- 
ation is that. with this measure in ef- 
fect, there can be a return to confidence 
and thrift and hence to a solid economy 
in France. 

Military chiefs at SHAPE, understand- 
ably anxious to avoid saying anything 
which might ruffle the feelings of West 
Germany, whose support of the pending 
agreements is essential, must have suf- 
fered doubly for having to suffer in 
silence. General Alfred M. Gruenther, the 
chief of staff whose normal self-restraint 
is a model for others, freed himself a 
few days ago of something which he 
must have wished to say long ago. At 
the International Press Institute a Ger- 
man editor questioned him about the 
possible results of German non-participa- 
tion in the projected European army. 
General Gruenther is quoted as saying 
rather tartly that this would not at all 
mean that the west’s defense would be- 
come impossible, and then adding “But 
it would involve a more rearward type 
of strategy—very important for your 
country.” Such a revision would prob- 
ably be inevitable, and it is just as well

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Reds Lie, Says Admiral Joy 


HE Korean truce talks at Panmunjom this week served only as a backdrop for 

the continuance of bitter propaganda performances by Red delegates, with no 
progress made toward achieving an armistice agreement. Vice Adm. C. Turner Joy, 
USN, serving his final week as principal United Nations delegate at the Panmunjom 
conference, accused the Reds of deliberately lying in their accusations that the 
Allies had employed germ warfare and had mistreated prisoners of war. He said 
the Reds were deliberately stalling negotiations while they rebuilt their shattered 
forces. 





The admiral pointed out that the Communist delegates had previously agreed 
to the screening of war prisoners in Allied hands to determine whether or not they 
wished to be repatriated, and that they had offered amnesty to returning prisoners, 
including those who had renounced Communism, a promise which was transmitted 
to the prisoners by the Allies. North Korean General Nam II, chief Communist 
delegate, angrily denied that the Reds had ever consented to the principle of volun- 
tary repatriation. 


Admiral Joy, who is returning to the States to become Superintendent of the 
U.S. Naval Academy, has been succeeded as chief Allied delegate by Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam K. Harrison, jr., USA, who has been a member of the delegation since last 
January. Though the truce talks apparently will continue daily for an indefinite 
period the prospects for an early end to the Korean conflict continue remote. The 
Reds insist on these daily meetings though they have made no constructive pro- 
posal for ending the impasse arising from their refusal to agree to the Allied offer 
to return some 70,000 Red prisoners in exchange for about 12,000 of the United Na- 
tions command held by the Communists. They insist on the return of all prisoners 
by the Allies, irrespective of the personal desires of the captives, a proposal that the 
United Nations representatives have repeatedly rejected. The Allies now hold 
about 132,000 Red military prisoners and 37,000 interned civilians. All except about 
70,000 military prisoners and practically all of the civilians have declared that they 
will refuse to return willingly to Communist control. 


A MILITARY BOARD OF INQUIRY has completed its investigation of the 
episode on Koje Island, where Brig. Gen. Francis T. Dodd, USA, commandant of the 
prison camp, was kidnapped and held as a hostage by Communist prisoners, and re- 
leased only after receiving a statement from his successor, Brig. Gen. Charles F. 
Colson, USA, which appeared to imply partial substantiation of some of the Red 
charges of mistreatment. General Mark W. Clark, USA, Commander-in-Chief of 
United Nations Forces, has sent a report of the incident to Washington. 

In the meantime minor disturbances occurred this week at Koje Island 
prison camps, and a more serious riot took place at a prison compound on the 
mainland near Pusan. On Koje Island there was a sit-down strike of Communist 
prisoners on duty in a camp infirmary, and there was a small outbreak at a camp 
for female prisoners and internees. Both were suppressed without difficulty. In 
another incident at Koje a prisoner who resisted a routine search was killed. The 
Pusan disturbance occurred when prisoners assigned to medical duties interfered 
with the treatment of patients and objected to being transferred. A riot ensued 
which lasted for two and one-half hours. American armed infantrymen quelled the 
outbreak without firing a shot, but one prisoner was killed and 85 others were hurt, 
while one American soldier was slightly injured. The camp housed both Commu- 
nist and anti-Communist prisoners, and the disturbance is believed to have been 
started by Red agitators. 

The guard at Koje Island was materially increased this week with the arrival 
of the 187th United States Airborne Regimental Combat Team. A fleet of more than 
100 planes carried the paratroopers to the prison island from Japan. Soon after 
their arrival they paraded with full equipment within sight of the prison enclosures, 
giving the prisoners a practical demonstration of the strength of the Allied guard. 


SECRETARY OF DEFENSE ROBERT A. LOVETT indicated at a press con- 
ference in Washington that it was with great difficulty that he was restraining his 
indignation over the kidnapping of General Dodd and the apparent concessions 
made by General Colson in obtaining his release. He noted the charges of the Reds at 
Panmunjom that the Allies had used germ warfare in Korea, and declared that any- 
one who makes such a charge “lies in his teeth.” In the past, he said, it has often 
been customary for the Reds to charge others with actions they intend to take them- 
selves. If this course is followed by the Communists in Korea, he warned, the Allies 
are fully prepared to retaliate, with the consequence that the Reds will “wish they 
never had been born.” He declined to speculate on whether such retaliatory mea- 
sures might involve the use of the atomic bomb. 

Great Britain this week announced the abandonment of all business interests 
in Red China, after more than a century. The extensive holdings of British firms on 
the Chinese mainland represent investments of nearly $1.5 billion. In a note to the 
Chinese Red regime the British foreign office voiced the expectation of receiving 
compensation for the losses sustained, but there appears to be little real hope of 
obtaining any appreciable monetary return for these properties, many of which 
have already been expropriated by the Chinese Communists without recompense. 


THE BRITISH INVESTMENT COLONY in Chinese centers, mostly the larger 
ports, at one time totaled 10,000 persons, but at present not more than 150 British 
subjects remain in China, and an attempt is being made to secure exit visas for all 
except diplomatic personnel as soon as possible. Official recognition of the Com- 
munist government of China was extended by England largely because of the im- 
portunities of British holders of extensive properties in China, in the futile hope 
that their investments might thus be protected. The abandonment of British invest- 
ments does not mean immediate withdrawal of recognition, but such a move is cer- 
tain to be advocated with much logic. 

A French announcement this week estimates that battle casualties of Com- 
munist-led Viet-Minh forces in Indo-China for the past six months total nearly 
79,000, with 21,500 killed, nearly 15,000 prisoners, and about 42,000 wounded. Casual- 
ties among French troops and their native allies for the same period are reported to 
be 16,817. Because of the heavy losses they have sustained the Red guerrillas are 
reported to be considerably weaker than six months ago, particularly in the vital 
Tonkin combat zone. The approaching rainy season, however, may give the Reds 
an opportunity to recuperate and rebuild their forces. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Study Hazard Pay—The new bill covering all forms of hazardous duty pay which 
Senator Richard B. Russell (D-Ga), said he expected to present to the Senate by 
15 May, will be indefinitely postponed. 

It will be recalled that when the pay bill was on the floor, Senator Paul H. 
Douglas (D-Ill) made a determined attack on hazardous duty pay, charging that 
there are abuses in it, and attempting to have hazardous duty pay for all ranks 
reduced to that provided for a private. His efforts were defeated when Senator 
Russell, chairman of the Senate Armed Services Committee, said that a subcom- 
mittee was studying the subject and that a carefully worked out bill would be before 
the Senate by 15 May. 

THe JOURNAL has learned, however, that the subcommittee, headed by Senator 
Lester C. Hunt (D-Wyo), after holding lengthy hearings at which the military and 
civilian heads of the various agencies concerned testified at length on the necessity 
of hazardous duty pay, has refrained from making any decision at all. Instead, the 
subcommittee has decided to recommend to the full committee that the all-civilian 
Hook Commission, which made an exhaustive pay study for the late Secretary 
Forrestal, be asked to re-examine the subject of special pays for hazardous duty 
and report their findings to the Senate Committee on Armed Services. 

Should the full committee accept the recommendation of its subcommittee, 
there is little doubt as to the outcome. The Hook Commission in its original report 
of December 1948 set down the principle that “additional pay should be provided 
for hazardous duty performed under competent orders by any member of the 
Uniformed Forces.” It is not likely that Commission members would change their 
minds on a restudy of the problem which received such thorough analysis previously. 




















Endorse Enlisted Promotions—A report in last week’s issue (see Memo To Journal 
Readers) that members of Congress were disturbed over Bureau of the Budget action 
restricting enlisted promotions, particularly in the Army, was confirmed this week 
with the release of the House Appropriations Committee comments on the Urgent 
Deficiency Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 1952. 

Here is what the Representatives said: “The committee was surprised to learn 
that estimates recently submitted to the Congress for consideration did not always 
provide adequate funds for earned and deserved promotions, especially of enlisted 
personnel. 

“Such deficiencies were not presented to the committee for its information and 
decision. While it would be somewhat untimely to consider such a matter in the ac- 
companying urgent deficiency bill, the committee requests the Department of the 
Army in presenting future regular estimates of appropriation to advise the com- 
mittee of requirements and availability of funds for promotions to which our enlisted 
personnel is entitled. 

“It is urged,” the Committee report added, “that in the meantime the Army make 
every effort to provide for earned promotions out of existing funds. Fulfillment of 
obligations to our enlisted personnel should be a first priority.” 

Meantime, the Bureau of the Budget action in restricting enlisted promotions 
may be questioned also by the Senate in its consideration of the fiscal year 1953 
appropriations bill. 


USMA'’s 1950 Class—“The Tragedy of West Point’s Class of 1950” is the subject 
of the lead article in the 3 June issue of Look magazine. Of the 671 who were gradu- 
ated, 15 have been killed in action, three died of wounds, 4 in Korea from non-battle 
causes, 4 in the Air Force in the U.S., and 2 in auto accidents. Ten are missing in 
battle, three are prisoners of the enemy, 55 were wounded in battle, and four suf- 
fered battle injuries. 


RA Commission For Twins—Twin brothers, Bradford and Kendrick Holle of New 
Orleans, will join the Army this summer as Regular Army Second Lieutenants, hav- 
ing been designated as Distinguished Military Graduates of Tulane University. The 
Holle brothers are the sons of Col. Charles Holle, 1729 Jefferson Avenue, New Orleans. 
They attended the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, N. Y., during 1947-1948 and 
were released for physical reasons. Efforts will be made to arrange for their attend- 
ance together at the Engineer School, Ft. Belvoir, Va. They are scheduled to gradu- 
ate from Tulane on 15 June. 


Army Field Forces—Col. Norman E. Poinier has reported for duty at OCAFF, 
Ft. Monroe, Va., and is on duty with the Research and Development Section. Colonel 
Poinier came to OCAFF from Rio de Janeiro, where he was a member of the Joint 
Brazil-United States Military Commission. Also recently assigned to Research and 
Development is Maj. Leslie O. Doane. 

Departures from Ft. Monroe include: Col. Malin Craig, Jr., assigned Office, Chief 
of Military History, Washington, D. C.; Col. Francis B. Kane, assigned to DA; and 
CWO Curtis C. Welton, assigned FECOM. 


“Aid To Russia” Volume—The 12th work in the planned 80-volume series on 
Army History in World War II will be published on 27 May—its subject, “The Per- 
sian Corridor and Aid to Russia.”

American fullback candidate, was accepted last week for officer training by the Ma- 
rine Corps at San Francisco.

After getting his bachelor of arts 
degree a year from now, he will attend a senior course at Quantico, Va., for six 
more weeks. Upon successful completion of the entire training schedule he will be 
commissioned as a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps Reserve. 


Benning, Ga., Lt. Col. Richard J. Seitz, director 
of the Infantry School’s Airborne Department, recently pinned paratrooper wings 
on his brother, Lt. Col. John A. Seitz, secretary of the Artillery School, Ft. Sill, 
Okla. Another brother, Sgt. Edward H. Seitz, also a paratrooper, is a member of 
the 187th Airborne Regimental Combat Team, dispatched last week from Japan to 
Koje Island.

Seek Adm. For Post As Govt. Civilian—The Department of Defense has asked 
Congress to pass legislation which would authorize the appointment in civilian status 
of Rear Adm. Morton L. Ring, USN, as Vice Chairman of the Munitions Board at a 
salary of $14,800 per year. 


Admiral Ring, who is 58 years of age, and a 1915 graduate of the U.S. Naval 
Academy, was described by the Department of Defense as “especially qualified to 
hold this position by virtue of background and experience.” He has been Acting 
Vice Chairman for Supply Management of the Munitions Board since October 1951 


The reason why the Pentagon is asking Congress for this unusual authority is 
because Admiral Ring will retire from active service on 30 June. His retirement re- 
sults from the fact that he has not been selected for retention by the Navy. 

However, the Department of Defense obviously feels that Admiral Ring's services 
should not be lost. Here is the text of a communication which the Department sent 
to Congress on this matter: 

“The purpose of this proposal is to provide legislation to permit the employment 


in a civilian capacity, notwithstanding the existing anti-dual office-holding provi- 
sions of law of Rear Adm. Morton L. Ring after his retirement which is now sched- 
uled to take place on or before June 30, 1952. It is desired to appoint Admiral Ring as 


a Vice Chairman of the Munitions Board. He is especially qualified to hold this posi- 
tion by virtue of background and experience. He was born April 1, 1894, and gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy, Class of 1915. He was commissioned in the Supply 
Corps in January 1916 and has served normal tours of sea and shore duty in the Navy 
and in particular he has served as head of the Office of Supply for Commander-in- 
Chief, Pacific and Pacific Ocean Area; both of these assignments were during World 
War II. Subsequently he was assigned to the staff of the Munitions Board as Military 
Director for Supply Management and as of 11 Oct. 1951 he was designated Acting 
Vice Chairman for Supply Management. 

“It is desired to appoint Admiral Ring in the grade of GS-18 ($14,800) under the 
classification Act of 1949, as amended. His employment in a civilian capacity will 
materially benefit the Munitions Board by permitting him to serve as a civilian 
among the top civilian staff of the Board. He will be relieved of connection with any 
military department thereby facilitating performance of his duties. While serving 
in this capacity he will receive the compensation ‘attributable to that civilian position 
in lieu of retired pay to which he would be entitled as a retired naval officer. 

“The total fiscal effect of the proposed legislation would be negligible as com- 
pared with alternative methods of filling the position of Vice Chairman, either by 
employment of a civilian or retention of a Rear Admiral of the upper half. 

“The Office of the Secretary of Defense is the representative of the Department 


of Defense for this legislation.”

Walter Reed Army Hospital, was found 
dead at the Chevy Chase Club on 16 
May. 

The following tribute was written by 
Brig. Gen. Harry H. Semmes, Ret.: 

‘“‘With the passing of General Rockhenbach 
there is ended an era that saw the begin- 
ning of armored warfare. General Rocken- 
bach was commander of the Army’s First 
Tank Corps in combat. In France in 1918, 
there were in the United States Army under 
him two battalions of light tanks, directly 
commanded by George S. Patton (then 
colonel), and one battalion of heavy tanks. 

“General Rockenbach was an inspiring 
leader and a farsighted pioneer of the tank. 
The tankers of the small American force 
were never surprised to see him on the field 
where our tanks were engaged with the 
Germans. These engagements were the small 
beginning that set the pace and established 
the tradition of armored warfare in the 
United States Army. 

‘‘Patton’s dash across Europe in World War 
II had its genesis in the bold devoted service 
of the old Tank Corps. 

“General Rockenbach had but few tanks 
in the American Army and they were a vital 
necessity in the drive at the Argonne Forest 
toward Metz. He used the men and tanks to 
utter exhaustion and depletion. Some tank 
companies suffered over 90 per cent casualties. 
At one time in the Argonne drive there were 
less than twenty-five operative light tanks 
available for combat. 

“The first breakthrough of tanks was un- 
der his command at St. Mihiel, when three 
light tanks personally led by Lieutenant Mc- 
Clure of Richmond, from ‘A’ Company of the 
326th (later the 344th) Tank Battalion, broke 
through at Ville en Voevre and hit the Hin- 
denberg line about the 14th of September, 
1918, capturing a battery of artillery and re- 
turning to their unit with the breech blocks 
of two of the field pieces. 

‘‘He was a fearless and farsighted leader. 
All honor to him. 

“The survivors of World War I tanks sa- 
lute him for under his command the early 
armored history was made, and the high 
standards of dedicated performance set for 
our Armored Service, which has made Amer- 
ican armor a bulwark of strength in times 
of peril.’’

Lt. Gen. John T. Myers, USMC-Ret. 


Full graveside honors for Lt. Gen. John 
T. Myers, USMC-Ret., who died on 17 
April at Coconut Grove, Fla., were con- 
ducted at Arlington National Cemetery 
on 22 May. 

General Myers, 81, was a U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy graduate, class of 1892. He fought in 
the Spanish-American War, the Philippine 
Insurrection, and the Boxer Rebellion.

_ During World War I, General Myers served 
as Fleet Marine Officer for the Atlantic Fleet. 
He later served in the same capacity with 
the Pacific and Asiatic Fleets. He retired in 
1935, while Commanding General, Depart- 
ment of the Pacific at San Francisco, Calif. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Alice 
Cutts Myers, of 3919 Braganza Ave., Coconut 
Grove.

White House approval of Congression- 
al action to place the Teterboro, N. J. 
foundry under the Navy’s Bureau of 
Ships and Docks “gives the green light 
to an extensive program of machine-tool 
replacement and expansion of production 
facilities,’ Mr. Ferguson explained. The 
Navy has directed that the expanded 
foundry output go primarily to meet the 
aircraft industry’s need for magnesium 
castings, the demand for which has in- 
creased materially since the Korean 
crisis. The foundry is currently supply- 
ing about 200 customers in the industry.

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Greatest Airlift Ever 


The delivery by air of vital manpower 
and supplies to the Far East is unques- 
tionably the greatest airlift effort of all 
time, Vice Adm. E. S. Land, USN-Ret., 
President, Air Transport Association, told 
the graduating class of the Army Trans- 
portation Corps’ Transportation School, 
yesterday, 23 May, at Ft. Eustis, Va. 

“By the end of February 1952, the com- 
bined air transport fleet of MATS, United 
Nations, and U. S. commercial planes had 
hauled over 50,000 tons of passengers, 
mail and cargo approximately 350,000,000 
ton miles to the Korean war theater,” he 
said. 

As early as September of 1950, the 
Pacific Airlift was exceeding the best 
efforts of the spectacular Berlin Airlift 
by 10,000 plane-miles a day. The magni- 
tude of this operation is based on the 
fact that each ton carried to the Far 
East represents 7,000 ton-miles. 

Admiral Land pointed out that the 
commercial airlines have accounted for 
more than 61% of the total tonnage car- 
ried to the war theater. 

“MATS alone does not have sufficient 
aircraft to meet the full demands of 
Korea together with the rest of its global 
responsibilities. The Pacific Airlift con- 
tributions of the commercial airlines has 
thus enabled MATS to carry out its stra- 
tegic commitments to the U. S. Army, 
Navy and Air Force in other parts of the 
world,” he said. 

Admiral Land explained that current 
mobilization planning includes not alone 
defense operations in far-flung areas, but 
also operations right here at home. 

“During 1951, the scheduled airlines 
alone carried domestically 50,000 military 
personnel every month. Currently this 
figure averages upwards to 60,000, includ- 
ing not only high-ranking officers, mili- 
tary specialists and technicians, but vast 
numbers of troops.” 

The Admiral emphasized that in case 
of an all-out war, one of the first calls 
of the Military would be for strategic 
airlift—enough of it right then to permit 
striking forces to go into full operation. 

“Even as World War II and Berlin be- 
fore it,” he said, “Korea has underlined 
the immense support the commercial air- 
lines can give the Military in defending 
the nation. 

“We know now that anything that is 
really needed can be moved anywhere 
and anytime by the combined efforts of 
military and commercial air transport,” 
Admiral Land concluded.

Reactivation of the Volunteer Ord- 
nance Works at Chattanooga, Tenn., for 
the manufacture of TNT is announced. 
The plant has been on a standby basis 
since it was inactivated in October 1945. 

Reconditioning and reactivation of the 
remaining three production lines at In- 
diana Ordnance Works, part of the In- 
diana Arsenal at Charlestown, Ind., was 
also announced by the Army. 

A cost-plus-a-fixed-fee contract cover- 
ing both the reconditioning and opera- 
tion of three smokeless powder lines will 
be negotiated with DuPont Company. 
The contract will be in excess of 
$60,000,000. Of this amount, $21,000,000 
is the estimated cost of reconditioning. 
Since March of this year, DuPont has 
been engaged in rehabilitating and pre- 
paring to operate three other lines under 
provisions of a similar contract signed 
at that time for production of smokeless 
powder.

E. M. Owen, chief of flight for North- 
rop Aircraft, Inc., Hawthorne, Calif., has 
announced the appointment of Lewis A.

Tank Plant Contract 


By direction of the Assistant Secretary 
of the Army (Research and Materiel), 
Earl D. Johnson, a contract was entered 
into on 19 May, between the Detroit 
Arsenal and Chrysler Corporation, look- 
ing to the takeover by industry of the 
manufacturing operations of the Arsenal. 

The present contract calls for intensive 
studies and planning over a 60-day pe- 
riod to determine the exact facilities and 
responsibilities to be taken over by 
Chrysler Corporation. 

It is intended at the end of 60 days that 
physical transfer of the facilities will be 
effected, with Chrysler operating the 
tank plant on a long term contract on 
a cost plus fixed fee basis. 

Chrysler Corporation was selected as 
the operator of the tank plant after care- 
ful consideration was given to a number 
of prospective contractors with whom 
negotiations were conducted. 
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New NDTA Chapter Meets 


Decrying a lack of “awareness and 
urgency” on the part of the American 
public, Lt. Gen. Orval R. Cook, USAF, 
Deputy Chief of Staff of the Air Force, 
warned a meeting of Detroit transporta- 
tion men that, “We are permitting our- 
selves to be lulled into a lackadaisical 
sense of complacency. The enemy is gain- 
ing ground while many of us are looking 
the other way.” 

“There is ample evidence,” he said, “that 
Korea and the larger conflict of which 
it is the symbol are gradually being ob- 
scured. The Korean conflict and its losses 
in lives frequently receive less attention 
in the public press than the baseball 
scores, or what one political candidate 
says about another.” 

General Cook was the principal speak- 
er at a meeting on 7 May launching a 
Detroit Chapter of the National Defense 
Transportation Association. 

The more than 300 transportation ex- 
ecutives who attended the gathering also 
heard Brig. Gen. Frank S. Besson, jr., 
USA, Army Assistant Chief of Trans- 
portation, declare that “We are on the 
threshold of a most critical period in the 
history of our country. The next two years 
will see the beginning of the final act of 
a drama begun in 1945 with the self- 
imposed disintegration of the mighty 
World War II United States fighting 
machine.” 

Both speakers urged a close relation- 
ship between the military and civil trans- 
portation. 

Roy Fruehauf, President of Fruehauf 
Trailer Company, presided at the meeting. 
Seated on the dais were representatives 
of the principal transportation firms in 
the Detroit area as well as prominent 
Government and defense officials. These 
included:

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Debate USMC Bill

it without a single objection, advocates 
believe it could be passed over a veto. 
Nevertheless, there are those who fee} 
that a veto could be avoided by retai. 
ing the Senate maximum strength and 
eliminating the House minimum strength 
provisions and compromising on a per- 
manent and compulsory JCS “consult- 
ing” membership for the Commandant of 
Marines. 

As originally reported out of the House 
Committee, the bill provided a minimum 
strength of 300,000 with four divisions and 
air wings. The reduction to 220,000 and 
three divisions and air wings came in 
amendments offered on the floor by the 
proponents of the bill and were made 
after consultation with members of the 
appropriations committee, who assured 
them that if these minimums were set 
then the statement could be made that 
the bill would cost nothing this year. Ac- 
tually, it was said, the Marine Corp’s 
present strength is almost exactly the 
same as the minimum prescribed in the 
bill. 

Although the four-hour debate stuck 
close to the subject with many members 
speaking on both sides, it was noted that 
most of the supporters’ speeches followed 
a definite pattern and also those against 
were generally similar in argument. 

Excerpts From Debate 


Excerpts from the debate follow: 

Rep. Vinson (D-Ga.). ‘‘A student of his- 
tory of the Marine Corps can only conclude 
that America has a vital and continuing need 
for the maintenance of a finely coordinated 
powerful ground-air fighting team in con- 
stant readiness. There is no doubt that such 
a force, highly versatile, fast moving, and 
hard hitting, in which attributes the Marine 
Corps has always excelled, will have a con- 
tinuingly powerful impact in relation to 
lesser international disturbances. 

“The maintenance of such a ready force, 
with the powerful punch so characteristic 
of the United States Marines, may produce 
two highly important results for our people. 

“It may well prevent the growth of large 
wars by prompt and vigorous action during 
their earliest stages. A number of witnesses 
advised the Committee on Armed Services 
of their conviction that had such a force 
been in existence in June of last year, the 
Korean war might not have commenced in 
the first place; and at all events, it could 
have been promptly terminated by such a 
powerful fighting team as is potential in a 
strengthened Marine Corps. 

“Such a ready combatant force, with its 
highly integrated air arm trained to work 
in the most painstaking coordination with 
the ground forces, with a proud tradition of 
being immediately ready in time of crisis, 
may well be in a position to stay the prog- 
ress of a full-scale aggression long enough 
for our country to mobilize its vast defense 
machinery. 

Others ‘‘Afraid’’ of Budget 

“The strength of the Marine Corps has 
no direct relationship to Navy strength. 
Now, to be frank about it, the only reason 
why the defense people maintain this argu- 
ment appears to me to be this: They are 
afraid of the budgetary impact. The Army, 
the Navy, and the Air Force are afraid that 
if the Congress maintains a large Marine 
Corps, this will hurt their budgets in the 
future. We might just as well be blunt about 
it. That is all that this argument amounts 
te.”” 


Rep. Teague (D-Tex.) [Who served as a 
colonel of Infantry] ‘‘One other question. 
Is it not true that the maximum strength 
of the Army today is 837,000? There is no 
floor under them. It is up to the Committee 
on Appropriations and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff to set the strength.”’ 

Rep. Vinson. ‘‘That is right. Now we all 
understand there is no floor under the Army; 
there is no floor under the Navy and no 
floor under the Air Force. The reason why 
is sound. The justification for putting a floor 
under this is to keep in readiness at all times 
a mobile force, a virile striking force that 
we can use while you mobilize the defense 
of this country.”’ 

Rep. Teague. “‘If the Armed Services Com- 
mittee is trying to change the mission and 
stature of the Marine Corps within our 
Armed Forces, it seems to me this bill should 
be recommitted to the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Executive Departments, 
inasmuch as they were responsible for the 
Unification Act.”’ 


Protect Marine Corps 
Rep. Arends (R-Ill.). ‘‘During the consid- 
eration of the National Security Act of 1947 
—sometimes known as the Unification Act— 
which was enacted by the Ejightieth Con- 
gress, it came to our attention that the ad- 
ministration was seeking to eliminate the 








Marine Corps as an effective combat element 
in our defense establishment. The Congress 
took cognizance of this fact. We took the 
pains to write into the National Security Act 
language designed to insure the Marine 
Corps its continued existence for the per- 
formance of its historic functions as a power- 
ful mobile striking force poised in readiness. 
The then chairman of the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in Executive Departments, the 
gentleman from Michigan (Mr. Hoffman), 
whose committee had jurisdiction over the 
legisiation, even went to the trouble to file 
individual views as a part of his committee’s 
report to point out specifically our aetermi- 
nation to preserve the Marine Corps in its 
traditional role. 

“But even that unequivocal expression of 
the will of Congress did not deter the Presi- 
dent, the Chiefs of Staff and the Defense De- 
partment in their fantastic, wholly unrealistic 
plan to make the Marine Corps a police force. 

“‘And so, the pending bill has become ab- 
solutely necessary for insuring that the pre- 
viously expressed policy of the Congress and 
the wishes of the American people are carried 
out with respect to the place of the Marine 
Corps in our national defense organization. 

“From information available to me and 
also from a conversation held with the chair- 
man of our committee, I understand it be- 
came necessary that some members of our 
committee go down to the Defense Depart- 
ment to see to it that the Marine Corps be 
not further reduced in force or abolished.”’ 


Compares with Army 


Rep. Clemente (D.-N. Y.). ‘‘Mr. Chairman, 
a statement was made here in connection 
with the readiness of the Marine Corps, that 
if we had had a striking force like the Ma- 
rine Corps prior to Korea the story might be 
different. 

“‘Comparative readiness is a hard thing to 
judge, but the most equitable comparison I 
can find indicates that this is not strictly 
in accordance with the facts. The First Ma- 
rine Division at Camp Pendleton, Calif., was 
authorized for Korea on 4 July 1950. Ships 
were spotted at the port for the movement 
on 9 July, and the First Provisional Brigade 
of the First Marine Division sailed on 14 
July, arriving at Pusan, Korea, on 2 August 
1950. The Second Infantry Division was au- 
thorized to be dispatched to Korea on 9 July 
1950, five days later than the Marines were 
dispatched. The ships were spotted at the 
port for the movement on 13 July, and on 19 
July the Ninth Regimental Combat Team 
of the Second Infantry Division sailed and 
arrived at Pusan, Korea, on 31 July 1950, two 
days ahead of the Marine Provisional Bri- 
gade in spite of being authorized five days 
later and sailing six days later. Certainly the 
Second Infantry Division of Heartbreak 
Ridge has proven since it landed that it was 
equally as ready as the First Marine Divi- 
sion.”’ 

Support Necessary 

“The Senate and House hearings indicate 
a rather widely-accepted belief that the Ma- 
rine Corps can operate independent of Army 
logistical support in land operations or Navy 
logistical support in amphibious operations 
with little or no change in the Marine Corps’ 
present organizational framework. I can 
scarcely believe it. They have never done it 
before and all of our experience in Korea 
and every other war has indicated that siz- 
able forces engaged in modern warfare must 
have artillery, armor, signal, and engineer 
services to supplement those in divisions. 

‘Today, in Korea, the Army is having to 
support the First Marine Division just like 
its own Army divisions. The Army is, or was 
recently, furnishing the following support 
there: One and one-third field artillery bat- 
talions, two engineer battalions, five trans- 
portation truck companies, one ordnance me- 
dium maintenance company, and one mobile 
army surgical hospital. Also, the Army was 
delivering to the First Marine Division, in 
its own area, rations, gasoline, vehicles, 
bridging material, oil, lubricants, weapons, 
ammunition, fortifications, and other items 
without which it is impossible to fight a war. 
The spectacular air drop of a bridge to the 
First Marine Division for the first time in 
history in December 1950 was accomplished 
by the Air Force and an Army Quartermas- 
ter Airborne Supply outfit. There are count- 
less other examples which lead me to believe 
that the Marines cannot be self-sufficient and 
independent in its operations to the same de- 
gree that the Army, Air Force, or Navy can. 

“Even if the Army were derelict in their 
duties and did not have a ready force, or even 
if the Joint Chiefs of Staff were avoiding the 
plain legislative intent of the Congress, or, 
in some manner, if anything else were wrong 
with the Military Establishment that has al- 
ready been spelled out as legislative intent, 
I can see no sense in circumventing the basic 
issue through such maneuvers as this. If 
something is wrong with the Army’s readi- 
ness, let us work at repairing, or reform- 
ing, the Army; if something is wrong with 
the men on the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
you lack confidence in their deliberations, 
let us replace them. If those are the real is- 
sues at stake—and I cannot believe that they 
are—let us face them squarely and realis- 
tically.”’ 

Shift to Army 


Rep. Bentsen (D-Tex.). ‘‘The first result 
of the formation of four full-strength ma- 


rine divisions and four full-strength marine 
air wings would be to shift the center of grav- 
ity of the Marine Corps from within the na- 
val establishment to the Department of the 
Army. This would be an unavoidable develop- 
ment. The augmentation of the Marine Corps 
to four full divisions and four air wings 
would inflate it all out of its proper rela- 
tionship to the United States Navy. We in 
the Congress would indeed meet ourselves 
coming back if we were to pass this bill and 
create a second land army, and, at the same 
time, try to continue the original purpose 
of unification under the National Security 
Act. The two are inconsistent—and I think 
there are enough inconsistencies today with- 
out Congress deliberately compounding them. 
The Army is not perfect by any means. How- 
ever, I do not believe many of us would in- 
tentionally support a bill to set up a second 
national army. Instead we would work to 
make the one we have better.’’ 


Skeletonize Other Forces 


Rep. Van Zandt (R-Pa.) (Captain, USNR}. 
‘‘To me the striking force this bill provides 
is designed to save for the American tax- 
payer a lot of money. Some day in the fu- 
ture I hope when this country of ours, if not 
the world, is at peace that we can skeletonize 
the Armed Forces of our country, and that 
applies to the Army, Navy, and Air Force. 
When this reduction takes place we will have 
in being at all times ready for any emer- 
gency the mobile striking force of the United 
States Marine Corps as provided for by this 





bill.’’

time to be reflected in the May 31 pay 
to Army personnel, it may be June be- 
fore all Army members receive the raise. 

The following is the text of the Army 
message: 

“Armed Forces Pay Raise Act, dated 19 
May 1952, provides increases in basic pay 
for active and retired pay at rate of 4 per 
cent and increases in basic allowance for 
quarters and subsistence at rate of 14 per 
cent, effective 1 May 1952. Monthly and daily 
rates of pay have been airmailed to all 
disbursing and class B agent officers direct 
for use pending receipt of new pages for 
Acme Pay Tables and revision of SR 35- 
1310-1. DA circular is being processed which 
will contain complete instructions relative 
to class Q allotments and some minor addi- 
tional instructions relative to payments. In- 
creases in class Q allotments generally will 
not be effective prior to 1 August 1952 and 
increased amounts will be included in checks 
to dependents the early part of September 
for the August allotment, circular contains 
few exceptions to this statement. Enlisted 
members with dependents will be paid the 
increased rate for basic allowance for quar- 
ters for the period 1 May through 31 July 
with their regular pay each month, unless 
for some reason other than the pay raise 
the class Q allotment is changed in which 
case new Class Q allotment rate will be 
effective as of date of change. Every effort 
will be made within the capacities of the fi- 
nance offices to make payments at the new 
rates to the service members when payment 
is made for the month of May.” 

Dependents of enlisted-personnel en- 
titled to receive increased Class Q allot- 
ments under amendment to the Career 
Compensation Act were by the Depart- 
ment of Defense not to write to Finance 
offices regarding their individual cases. 

In virtually all cases, the increases 
will be automatic. Letters of inquiry will 
serve only to slow the administrative 
processes necessary to effect rapid dis- 
tribution of the allotments. No action by 
military personnel or their dependents 
is necessary, it was emphasized. 

The Class Q allotment consists of (1) 
an amount contributed by the individual 
enlisted man, which remains unchanged, 
and (2) the basic allowance provided to 
the serviceman for quarters, which is 
increased 14 per cent under the amend- 
ment, signed into law by the President. 

The serviceman receives a 4 per cent 
increase in his regular pay. For May, 
June and July, he will personally re- 
ceive, in addition, the increase in quar- 
ters allowances. Thereafter, this quarters 
allowance increase will be reflected in 
the allotment check mailed to his de- 
pendents. 

For example: the pay check of an en- 
listed man for the month of May will 
include his regular pay increase of four 
per cent, plus a 14 per cent increase in 
basic allowance for quarters. The same 
will apply for June and July. For August, 
his pay check will reflect only his four 
per cent increase. Beginning in August, 
the increased quarters allowance will be 
included in the Class Q allotment check 
for his dependents. This first Class Q 
check in the increased amount will be 
mailed in the early part of September. 

Until September, dependents will re- 
ceive Class Q allotment checks in the 
same amount as in the past, with service 
personnel expected to make adjustments 
directly with their dependents. 

As soon as the President signed the 
bill into Law, the Finance Center, U. Ss. 
Army, started to work around the clock 
on the immense job of converting to 
higher rates the more than 500,000 Class 
Q allotments mailed from St. Louis, Mis- 
souri. 

The same situation existed at the Field 
Branch, Navy Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts, Cleveland, Ohio, and at the 
Air Force Finance Center, Denver, Colo. 


First M-47’s in Europe 

The first shipment of the Army’s new 
M-47 medium tank, recently named the 
Patton II in honor of the late General 
George S. Patton, has arrived in the Eu- 
ropean Command. ; 

Most of the new tanks are being sent 
to the Seventh Army Tank Training Cen- 
ter at Vilseck, Germany. 

The Patton II is the first new U. S. 
medium tank since the end of World War 
II combat. Weighing 48.5 tons, it is 28 
feet long and carries a crew of five. It 
is powered by a V-12 air-cooled engine 
which develops 810 horsepower and a re- 
ported speed of 35 miles per hour.
